Proclamation  of  the  Governor. 

The  President’s  call  for  300,000  volunteers, 
to  serve  three  years  or  during  the  war,  to  fill 
upthe  old  regiments,  makes  the  allotment  to 
Kentucky  of  12,000  to  be  raised. 

This  call  must  be  met,  either  by  volun- 
teers, or  by  draft,  at  an  early  day.  The  5th 
of  January  is  set  by  the  President  as  the 
time  of  ordering  the  draft.  This  will 
give  lime  for  Congress  to  repeal  the  $300  ex- 
emption. 

Volunteers  will  receive  the  liberal  bounty 
and  increased  pay  offered  by  the  Govern- 
ment; the  conscript  will  not.  Volunteers 
select  their  own  company  and  regiment — 
the  conscript  will  be  assigned  without  re- 
gard to  his  wishes.  The  volunteer  will  be 
honored  by  bis  companions  in  arms  and  by 
his  country — the  conscript  will  not. 

Recruiting  officers  will  be  detailed  from  the 
various  regiments  and  assigned  their  recruit- 
ing posts  by  the  Adjutant  General.  The 
proportion  due  from  each  connty,  to  equalize 
the  service  from  the  commencement  of  ’he 
war,  will  be  made  known  by  the  Adjutant 
General,  and  notice  thereof  given.  Each 
county  will  be  required  to  furnish  its  allot- 
ment either  iu  volunteers  or  conscripts. 

Recruiting  for  the  twelve  months  service 
will  cease  with  the  authorities  heretofore 
given,  so  sooo  as  the  regiments  forming  are 
filled. 

Let  no  man  say  he  would  volunteer  if  it 
were  for  defense  of  the  State  or  to  serve  in 
the  State  Facts  answer  such  declarations. 
For  months  you  have  been  called  on  for 
such  service,  and  failed  to  respond.  This 
service  is  now  closed  to  you. 

Kentucky  now  19,  and  must  continue  to  be, 
exposed  so  long  as  there  are  rebel  armies  in 
the  field.  Guerrilla  raids  will  cease  when  the 
rebel  armies  are  broken  up.

CQKTIie  band  of  rebels  that  lately  made  a 
raid  on  the  Kanawha  are  said  to  belong  to 
Jenkin's  brigade  and  have  been  co-operating 
with  Longstreet,  The  force  is  variously  esti- 
mated from  300  to  500.  A portion  of  them 
attacked  Co.  G,  13th  Virginia,  in  camp  at 
Hurricane  Bridge,  anil  were  held  at  bay  un- 
til nightfall,  when  Co.  G quietly  withdrew 
with  the  loss  of  two  men  killed.

A structure  of  Port- 
land stone,  resting  on  massive  arches  of  a 
severe  architecture,  and  supporting  above 
the  arches  figures  representing  the  Ameri- 
can rivers  and  lakes,  and,  above  these, 
figures  representing  the  four  quarters  ot  the 
globe,  is  crowned  at  the  bight  of  forty  feet 
with  a colossal  statue  of  Fulton,  in  a sitting 
posture,  holding  in  his  hand  the  model  of  a 
steamboat,  which  he  is  supposed  to  have 
just  completed  and  is  presenting  to  the  atten- 
tion ol  the  world.
